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GEN. GROVESSAYS 
HE KEPT SECRET

FROM WALLACE 


Ex-Vice President Saw 
Only One of 5 Papers, 
Wartime Bomb Chief 
Declares — ‘Best Inter- 
ests of Country.’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (UP)— 
Lt. Gen. Leslie R. Groves, chief 
of the wartime atomic bomb proj- 
ect, said today he deliberately 


withheld several secret reports on 
atomic development from former 
Vice President Henry A. Wallace 
during the war. 

He made the statement in an 
interview when asked to clarify 
his testimony before the. House 
Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee concerning Russian attempts 
to spy out United States atomic 
secrets in 1943 and 1944. 

Groves had testified yesterday 
that Wallace only saw one of 
about five secret atomic reports 
which were distributed among a 
limited group of the highest rank- 
ing officials. He did not elabo- 
rate. 

Interviewed later at the Army- 
Navy Club, Groves was asked why 
the other reports were not shown 
to Wallace. 

Reason for Decision. 

“Throughout my conduct of the 
Manhattan Project, my decisions 
were based on what I thought 
were the best interests of the 
United States,” he said. “I de- 
cided I wasn’t going to show any 
more reports to Mr. Wallace.” 


Asked if that meant he decided | 


it would be against the best inter- 


ests of the country for Wallace to | 
see the documents, Groves re- | 


plied: 

“I don’t see how anything could | 
be ‘nore positive than what I said 
before, 

Pressed for a more detailed ex- 
planation, he added: 

“Our objective in the Manhat- 
tan Project was to save American 
lives by shortening the war. Many 
security hazards were deliberate- 

“to. accomplish this goal, 


Groves also told the reporter 
that his testimony should not be 
construed as completely refuting 
the story of George Racey Jor- 
dan, former Army Air Force Ma- 
jor, that suspicious shipments 
poured through the lend-lease 
pipeline to Russia during 1943 
and 1944. 

Wants Investigation. 

He urged the committee to 
delve into it further, saying: 

“I think it would be criminal 
negligence if Jordan’s charges 
were not explored to the utmost 
by Congress.” 

Radio commentator Fulton 
Lewis Jr., who first aired Jordan’s 
charges, has accused Wallace of | 


putting pressure on some officials | 
to obtain approval of uranium | 
shipments to Russia. 

At the time, Wallace, as ‘Vice 
President, was a member of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s top policy com- 
mittee to oversee development of 
the atomic bomb. | 

Wallace has denied Lewis's) 
charge and has demanded the’ 
right to “meet my traducers face | 
to face” before the House Com-. 
mittee as soon as possible. He'

of Low Rent Project to 
Be Built Near Eight

The St. Louis Housing Author- 
ity has received from the federal 
Publie Housing Administration a 
check for $170,000, constituting a 
loan to cover initial expenses in 
building its next housing estab- 
lishment, it was announced today. 

This will facilitate work on the 
early development of the low-rent 
public housing project, known as 
M-3, in the vicinity of Eighth and 
Carr streets. 

Expenses. to be financed by this 


fund include such things as ex- Asi 


ecutive and technical payrolls as- 
sociated with the project, legal 
services, initial payments on ar- 
chitectural fees, printing, and ac- 
quisition of a relatively small por- 
tion of the 1714-acre site not al- 
ready owned by the Authority. 
Most of. the site was acquired 
by the Authority before the war 
and is largely vacant land.. There 
remain to be taken over six small 
lots, on five of which there are 
small buildings, partly old tene- 
ments. It is intended to acquire 


these soon, by direct purchase or, | 


if necessary, by condemnation. 
The Authority will pay PHA 
interest at 3 per cent on this loan. 
As the project advances, it is in- 
tended to obtain permanent fi- 
nancing at lower interest on the 
Authority’s notes, to be offered 
banks, guaranteed by PHA. The

Island Stronghold, 
Fifth Seat of Govern- 
ment in Year—Enemy 
Moving on Chengtu.

CHENGTU, Dec. 8 (AP)—The 
Nationalists shifted their capital 
to Formosa today and virtually 
abandoned most of China to the 


Reds. 

The sweeping move was decreed 
by the cabinet. It could mean the 
end of large scale warfare in 
China after 22 hectic years. 

Guerrilla forces were left be- 
hind to keep pecking at the Reds. 
However, the main Chinese force 
was in or headed for Sichang, be- 
hind Sikang’s snow-covered moun- 
tains, on Formosa, or Hainan 
island, 300 miles southwest of 
British Hong Kong. 

Formosa is Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek’s’ stronghold 
which has been armed and 
equipped for a last-ditch stand 


against victorious Chinese Com- 
unists. 

Premier Yen Hsi-shan flew im- 
mediately to Taipeh, which thus 
becomes China’s fifth capital this 
year. 

(Chiang Kai-shek was reported 
by Chinese newspapers in British 
Hong Kong to be flying to Hainan 
island, 300 miles southwest of 
here. Gen. Pai -hsi, for- 
mer centr commander 
and close friend of Acting Presi- 
dent Li Tsung-jen, is there. Li is 
in the United States for his 
health.) 


Army Headquarters.

._ WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP)—A 
rapid rise in the number of un- 
employed workers exhausting job- 
less benefit rights is causing grow- 
ing concern among . Government 
officials. 

Figures compiled by the Labor 
Department's Bureau of Employ- 
ment Security show about 500,000 
persons ran out of their rights to 
further unemployment compensa- 
tion payments during the July- 
September quarterly period. The 
number of weeks of benefits 
varies from state to state. 

These exhaustins came at a time 
of high employment, and give an 
idea of the problem that would 
arise in a time of serious unem- 
ployment. 

3,409,000 Jobless in November. 

Employment has been gaining 
lately, so some of the persons out 
of work in the July-September 
period may now have found jobs. 
However, unemployment in No- 
vember was estimatedf by the 
Census Bureau to be 3,409,000 as 
compared with 1,831.000 in No- 
vember 1948. 

The exhaustion figures have 
risen rapidly this year. The 500,- 
000 for the Juiy-September quar- 
ter is more than double the 216,- 
000 exhaustions of the same quar- 
ter a year ago. 

The big question is this: What 
happens to workers once they run 
through all their jobless insur- 
ance benefits? The Bureau of 
Employment Security has asked 
state employment offices to, try 
to find out. 

. One thing is fairly certain: Pur- 
chasing power is cut when job- 
less payments come to an end.

. 2 TV STATIONS, 
’ FIRST IN NATION 


. OTTAWA, Dec. 8 (UP)—The 
Canadian Government went into 
the television business today and 
promised that it would have two 
TV stations in operation by 


September 1951. 

* Revenue Minister James J. Mc- 
Cann told the House of Commons 
last night that regular TV serv- 
ite would start in the Toronto 
and Montreal areas and would be 
extended to all major Canadian 
cities by the end of 1955. 

* McCann's announcement set off 
a wave of production plans in 
factories where sets already were 
being designed. Industrialists said 
television would be a billion dol- 
lar business boon for the country. 

General direction of TV broad- 
casting will be handled by .the 
Government-owned Canadian 
Broadcasting Corp. The com- 
pany will produce TV shows and 
also licénse private stations for 
production. 

McCann said construction of TV 
stations in Toronto and Mon- 
treal would be started next 
spring.

It constituted 
an effort to answer the principal 
brief of the opposition, filed sev- 
eral days ago by two lawyers, 
Franklin S. Pollak and Guy Mar- 
tin. Earlier, public transporta- 
tion riders had a chance to ex- 
press themselves at open hearings 
held by the P.U.C. 

The transit company brief, in 
which the radio station originat- 
ing the broadcasts joined, ran to 
32 pages and asked for dismissal 
of the proceedings on the ground 
of lack of evidence. 

Contention in Brief. 


“The fact that Capital Transit. 


property is devoted to a public 
use does not justify restrictions 
that are not reasonably concerned 
with the proper conduct of the 
business,” the brief stated. 

“A society of ascetics and in- 
troverts is obviously the objec- 
tive of the interveners (Pollak 
and Martin),” it continued, “but 
| the founding fathers gave them 
'no hope for such a society in the 
United States.” 
| Pollak and Martin, in a brief of 
‘similar length, asked the P.U.C. 
to stop installation of additional 
receivers in vehicles and to pro- 
hibit reception of broadcasts on 
receivers now installed. More 
than 200 vehicles are equipped 
with receivers, and the company 
plans to equip 1300 more. The 
company’s present income from 
the project is $15,000 annually; it 
would be $108,000 on the basis 
of 1500 vehicles. 

Opponents’ Argument. 

On the basis of a “public opin- 
ion study” conducted by the Ed- 
ward G. Doody ‘Co. of St, Louis, 
Pollak and Martin estimated in 
their brief that “passengers ob- 
jecting to the radio programs and 
compelled to ride on the vehicles 
of Capital Transit Co. number at 
least 15,000 each week day, of 
whom at least 7500 object 
strongly. Serious mental and 
physical injury will be done to a 
number of riders by compulsory 
subjection to these radio pro- 
grams. 

“The sense of hearing is very 
active and alert. It is the sense 
by which man has been warned 
of unseen danger. It is the last 


isense to be dulled on going to 


sleep and the first to be aroused 
on awakening. It cannot be shut 
off. It is unlike the sense of sight, 
which can be shut off by closing 
one’s eyes. The radio broadcasts 
therefore have no. analogy to 
visual advertising in the vehicles 
(car cards). 

“The riders in radio-equipped 
vehicles are a captive audience. 
These broadcasts are an interfer- 
ence with the objecting: riders’ 
freedom of speech in violation of 
the First Amendment. The free- 
dom of speech guaranteed by this 
amendment includes freedom of 
listening and reading and free- 
dom not to listen and not to read. 
That freedom is violated here be- 
cause the broadcasts, at one and 
the same time, compel attention 
to what is being said and inter- 
fere with giving attention to 
something the riders may desire 
to read, . 

“These broadcasts deprive the 
objecting riders of liberty without 
due process of law in violation of 
the Fifth Amendment. They de- 
prive them of their privacy and 
the use of their leisure. They 
deprive these riders of the right

not to be compulsorily subjected 
to a situation dangerous to their 
health. 

“These broadcasts effect a de- 
privation of property without due 
process of law and a taking of 
private property for private use, 
in violation of the Fifth Amend- 
ment. The properties taken are 
time and health. The. taking is 
by noise. 

“The deprivation of liberty and 
property and the taking of pro 
erty are by governmental action, 
not private action, because of the 
presence of governmental power 
in compelling subjection to these 
programs, through governmental 
sanction of the monopolistic po- 
sition of Capital Transit Co. 

“This is the first case, so far 
as we know, in which American 
business enterprises have sought 
the support of the United States 
Government for forcing their so- 
licitations on a captive audience 
whose objecting members are to- 
tally unable to defend themselves 
from importunities which so in- 
trude upon their freedom of 
thought and their health. It is 
an astonishing development.” . 

Point to Court Decision. 

The interveners’ brief cited the 
case of Martin versus Struthers, 
in which the Supreme Court held 
that the right to distribute litera- 
ture necessarily protects the right 
to receive it on the part of those 
desiring to receive it. The consti- 
tutional right to receive the lit- 
erature also includes the right to 
refuse it, Martin and Pollak 
stated, and according to the same 
principle the Constitution pro- 
tects the right not to hear. 

“In the loudspeaker case of Ko- 
vacs versus Cooper, decided this 
year,’ they continued, “Mr. Jus- 
tice Reed explained Martin versus 
Struthers in an opinion concurred 
in by Chief Justice Vinson and 


the decision in Martin versus 
Struthers was on the ground that 
the home owner could protect 
himself fr intrusion by an ap- 
propriate sign that “he is unwill- 
ing to be disturbed.” The court 
never intimated that the visitor 
could insert a foot in the door 
and insist on a hearing.’ 

“Capital Transit Co. is doing 
more than ‘insert a foot in the 
door and insist on a hearing.’ It 
is obtaining a hearing by com- 
pulsion. The Supreme Court has 
repeatedly held that the freedoms 
guaranteed by the First Amend- 
ment have a preferred position. 
In this case .. . the rights pro- 
tected by the First Amendment 
are unquestionably entitled to a 
‘preferred position’ as against the 
desire of the public utility to 
make .money by limiting those 
rights.” 


Another Case Listed. 

In the case of Saia versus New 
York, Martin and Pollak con- 
tinued, Justice Frankfurter said 
in part that “modern devices for 
amplifying the range and volume 
of the voice, or its recording, af- 
ford easy, too easy, opportunities 
for aural aggression. If uncon- 
trolled, the result is intrusion in- 
to cherished privacy. The re- 
freshment of mere silence, or 
mediation, or quiet conversation, 
may be disturbed or precluded by 
noise beyond one’s personal cone

Head of California Com- 
pany Says Risk Firms 
Need More Reliable In. 
vestment Outlets. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (UP)— 
Dwight L. Clarke, président of 
the Occidental Life Insurance Co. 
of California, said today that new 
businesses are too bad a risk for 
insurance firms to finance. 

He said, however, the Govern- 
ment might encourage investment 
in these firms if it cuts 
and promised to cut taxes. 

He made the statement before 
the joint Congressional Economic 
Subcomimttee seeking ways to 
provide capital for small business. 

Clarke said he would advise in- 
surance firms not “to embark even 
modestly on the financing of new 
and untried undertakings, large 
or small” because there is “too 
high a mortality among newly 
formed corporations,” 

Clarke said that “scores, maybe 
hundreds of brave, new ventures 
died aborning” for every one that 
proved successful. The insurance 
business, he said, needs more re- 
liable outlets for its funds. 

He called for “increased ef- 
ficiency and economy in govern- 
mental operations,” to step up in- 
vestments. Another stimulant, he 
said, would be “the progressive 
reduction of subsidies to indus- 
tries and agriculture.” 

These steps, he said, “would 
give promise of an _ ultimate 
lightening of the burden of taxa- 
tion.” At present, he said, double 
taxation of corporate dividends as 
well as the tax treatment of cap- 
ital gains discourages invest- 
ments. 

The Commerce Department, 
meanwhile, was asked to support 
legislation providing Government 
surance of loans to small busi- 
ness. 

At the wind-up of a three-day 
meeting, the department’s small 
business advisory committee, said 
such a plan would be similar to 
present federal insurance op 
housing loans. . 

The proposal, it said, would

Governor Is High-Pres- 


suring Senate to Back 
Special Election .in 
April on Proposal to 
Double the Levy.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 8—A 
special referendum election April 
4 on Gov. Forrest Smith’s pro- 
posal to double the state gasoline 
tax, for which the Governor is 
high-pressuring the State Senate, 
will cost nearly $200,000 more 
than if the referendum should be 


had at the general election next 
November — more than $75,000 
more in St. Louis, nearly $50,000 
more in Kansas City. 


The difference lies.in the fact |

If there is a special 
election they will be paid then 
and again at the general election. 
In an unprecedented personal 
appeal to-.each individual Sena- 
tor, the Governor yesterday asked 
them to attend a session of the 
Senate tomorrow and to vote for 
his special election resolution. It 
has been the custom that when 
the Governor believed a.matter 
should have special consideration 
he appeared before the Legisla- 
ture and delivered his recommen- 
dation. In this instance he sent a 
7 telegram to each Sen- 
ator. 


$20 Per Year Per Auto. 


lf the Governor’s tax increase 
should be approved by the voters, 
which is considered improbable, 
it would increase the expense of 
operation of each motor car in the 
state on the average of $20 per 
car per year, more or less, accord- 
ing to the extent of the use of 
the car. The total increased cost 
of motor car operation in the 
state would be about $18,000,000 
a year. 

The situation involved in the 
Governor’s legislative resolution 
is a little complicated. He doesn’t 
want any election at all, but as 
one has been ordered for the time 
of the general election ‘by refer-

managed to obtain legal advice 
to the effect that it could be done 
by resolution, which requires only 
a majority of the members pres- 
ent. 

The House passed the resolu- 
tion a week ago, but the Senate 
adjourned quickly to avoid tak- 
ing it up. Using the pressure 
of his office to get Senate action, 
the Governor yesterday wired 
each of the 34 Sénators urging 
them to attend a session tomor- 
row and to vote for the resolu- 
tion. 

As the message went to Repub- 
licans as well as Democrats, he 
made no reference to the political 
importance of his move. “I am 
urging you to be at that session 
(Friday),” he wired, “and to vote 
for the resolution. This is the 
most important matter now pend- 
ing before the state, and the 
people should be given an oppor- 
tunity to vote on it at the earliest 
possible time.” 

Legality Questioned. 

Senator R. Jasper Smith, Re-

Illinois State Police today con- 
tinued their campaign against 
drivers of overloaded trucks with 
the aid of portable weighing 
scales instailed on all main Iili- 
nois and United States highways 
on the East Side, including those 
leading into St. Louis. 

The drive to eliminate the dam- 
age caused to roads by trucks 
carrying excess weight started 
Tuesday.- In the first two days of 
the operation troopers stopped 
and inspected 667 trucks and is- 
sued summonses to 67. drivers 


Thirty-six state policemen, un- 
der -supervision of Capt. x. .C. 
Winder, are conducting the che ck- 
up, the first such large-scale oper- 
ation 1n the state. The policemen 
move in squads of four men each. 
Each squad is equipped with two 
portable platform scales. Two of 
the policemen operate the scales 
while the other two keep traffic 
moving past a detained truck. 

Drivers of trucks with loads in 
excess of the limits set by law 
are given suthmonses and in- 
structed to appear before the 
nearest magistrate or justice of 
the peace to pay fines. The maxi- 
mum fine being assessed - against 
first offenders is $150, with the 
rate generally being $1 for each 
100 pounds of overload. Load 
limits are determined by the size 
of the truck and the number of 
axles it has. 

Capt. Winder said the police 
were moving the portable scales 
to widely separated points on dif- 
ferent highways several times 
daily -to catch drivers who may 
learn through the drivers’ “grape- 
vine” where the police have set 
up their scales and try to detour 
around them. Capt. Winder de- 
clined to say how long the cam- 
paign would continue.

On ‘that basis, it 
would provide annual funds of 
about $3,000,000. 

Lull said retired physicians 
and honorary and associate mem- 
bers of A.M.A. state, medical so- 
cieties probably would be exempt. 
Exemptions will be determined by 
the state societies themselves. 

Delegates applauded a declara- 
tion from American Legion com- 
mander George Craig that “we 
want to join with you” in the 
A.M.A.’s fight against “socialized 
medicine.”

ROME, Ga., Dec. 8 (AP)}—The 
defense in the mass civil 
trial here has charged that a 
ernment witness, Walter Arp, led 
imported Ku Klux Klansmen in 
the flogging of seven Negroes. 
Defense Attorney Frank‘ M. 


Gleason made the accusation yes-|. 


terday in the trial of Sheriff John | 
W. Lynch, three of his deputies 
and six other Dade county men 
before United States District 
Judge Frank A. Hooper. - Before 
the trial is over, Gleason prom- 
ised, he intends to prove hig 
charge in support of his confen- 
tion that the Government has the 
wrong 10 men in court. 

Three defendants took the stand 
yesterday, and two of them repu- 
diated in oral testimony state- 
ments the Government said were 
obtained from the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. The third, Ter- 
rell T, Wheeler, told the court he 
had admitted lying about his Klan 
membership to an FBI agent be- 
cause he thought the agent “was 
trying to get me in_ trouble.” 
Wheeler admitted his Klan mem- 
bership then, but denied he had 
ever connived with anybody to 
whip the Negroes. 

Each of the defendants is ac- 
cused of plotting to have the Ne- 
groes arrested falsely at the home 
of Mrs. Mamie Clay, a Negro, 
after a cross burning April 2, and 
then turned over to klansmen for 
whipping. 

The Gavernment’s position rests 
on proving that the 10 defendants 
conspired to deprive the Negroes 
of their constitutional rights. 

The disclosure of the defense 
position came when a Govern- 
ment attorney objected to Wheel- 
er’s testimony that Arp once im- 
ported Klansmen from Rossville 
to Trenton to demonstrate Klan 
procedure. The defense attorney 
countered with the assertion that 
the testimony was offered to show 
the events leading up to the beat- 
ing and that it was performed by 
foreign Klansmen under Arp. 

In previous testimony, defend- 
ant Truman Purcell, former exalt- 
ed cyclops of the _ provisional 
klavern in Dade, named Arp, a 
kleagle, or organizer,.as the man 
who led Klansmen into Mrs. Clay’s 
yard and seized the Negroes. 

Robert Keener, 28-year-old boil- 
ermaker, was the second of the 
defendants during the day to deny 
statements attributed to him by 
the FBI. The first was Sam 
Peters, 63-year-old revival singer 
and sheet metal worker. 

Keener admitted he was the un- 
robed man in the station wagon 
who drove the Negroes from the 
Clay home the scene of the 
flogging. But, he contended, he 
was at the Clay home only as a 
spectator and consented to drive 
the Negroes because he was afraid 
of the Klansmen.

The witness was Irvin Leon 
Key, 28 years old, who said he 
himself went on two raids in of- 
ficial Klan regalia, complete with 
hood. Key pointed out A.B.

Car- 
radine is being tried on a charge 
of flogging while masked in the 
case of Jack Alexander. 

Key said he was brought back 
from Houston, Tex., two weeks 
ago after his arrest there by FBI 
agents. He had been held in jail 
at Anniston, Ala., until he was 
brought to the court to testify. 
Key said hef ormerly belonged 
to the Sontewall Jackson Klavern 
at nearby Adamsville:

While Vinson .as a member of 
the judiciary has remained apart 
from rough and tumble politics, 
he has always been available for 
consultation by the President. 
They frequently get together for 
the discussion of National prob- 
lems. ; 

Budget Director Due Today. 

Meanwhile, Frank Pace, direc- 
tor of the budget, is due in today 
for conferences on the proposed 
new budget for the fiscal year 
starting July 1. It is expected to 
exceed this year’s recommenda- 
tion of $41,900,000,000. 

Truman will bear down heavily 
in the State of the Union message ° 
on a demand for passage of the 
liberalized displaced persons bill 
now bottled up in the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee headed by 
Senator McCarran (Dem.), Ne- 
vada. Truman’s confidants say he 
is hopeful of winning out over 
McCarran’s opposition. 

The President called 16 of the 
White House staff out on the lawn 
yesterday afternoon and laid 
dow. the law as he would like 
to see it enacted by Congress.

1, Exempting from United 
States taxes all income earned by 
an American abroad from the day 
he establishes foreign residence. 
Present law requires him to leave 
this country before Jan. 1 to get 
an exemption for his first year 
abroad. 

2. Delay in imposing taxes on 
“foreign income of branches of |¥ 
domestic corporations until it 
(the income) is returned to the 
|United States.” The purpose 
would be to encourage American 
firms to reinvest their foreign 
earnings abroad. 

3. Let corporations take into ac- 
count the “overall result of for- 
eign operations” in figuring cred- 
its against United States taxes for 
the foreign taxes they pay. Now, 
‘losses incurred in one country re- 
|duce the credit for foreign taxes 
‘paid on profitable operations in 
another country. 
| 4, Ease the requirement that 
\domestic corporations must own 
_more than a majority of the vot- 
ing stock of foreign subsidiaries 
before being alloweti a credit for 
“foreign taxes imposed on their 
profits when received as divi- 
dends.” 

“The program outlined,” Lynch 
said, “will iron out some of the 
inequities in our present system 
which have accumulated over the 
years. We feel these changes will 
contribute te the effective execu- 
ition of our foreign policy.” 

The Treasury executive pointed 
out that the government derived 
just $200,000,000 of its 40 billion 
total revenue in 1947 from taxing 
| foreign income of Americans.

T is a supreme twist of irony that much of what the United States 
fought for in the Pacific war is’ jeopardized by Communism’s 


Communist imperialism is proving a more subtle opponent in 
Asia than Japanese imperialism ever was. And so far it is winning. 


Yet the over-all situation is not 
hopeless. Preceding articles in 
this series have shown that two 
thirds of Asia’s population, 
though flecked with red here and 
there, is still outside the Commu- 
nist sphere, They have shown that 
Communist China is in greater 
difficulties than it is willing to 
admit and that its internal preoc- 
cupation may slow its activities in 
other Asiatic lands. 


To Ambassador-at-large Philip 
C. Jessup has been intrusted the 
task of laying down the lines for 
a new American approach to the 
Asian problem. It is possible that 
out of the ashes of the American 
failure in China a formula will 
emerge better suited to meet the 
Communist challenge. That is still 
to be seen. 


Nationalism Strong Force. 


Traveling through China ant 
Southeast Asia, I was impressed 
with one basic truth that applied 
to nearly all countries in that 
area. That is that the most pow- 
erful force in Asia today is not 
Communism or capitalism, but na- 
tionalism. The Communists have 
been successful chiefly because 
they saw this clearly long ago and 
have tried everywhere to exploit 
it to their own ends. 


Unfortunately, in some coun- 
tries nationalism has become so 
‘infected with Communist infiltra- 
tion that we are at a loss as to 
how to co-operate with it with- 
out at the same time playing into 
- Communist hands. In any case it 
is clear that any policy that does 
not recognize nationalism’s basic 
, Strength and try to come to terms 
with it on a non-Communist basis 
is doomed to failure. 

In two countries of East Asia— 
China and North Korea+—the 
Communists are in control. In 
those areas we may obstruct and 
irritate, but nothing short of war 
will get the Communists out. 
South Korea would go under over 
night were the props of American 
policy removed. In two countries 
—Indochina and Burma—the 
problem is dangerous and im- 
mediate. In the rest of Asia Com- 
munism is still a controllable force 
if energetic measures are taken 
promptly. 

China, as the main focus of 
Communism in Asia, is the imme- 
diate problem. The mainland of 
China is as good as lost in the 
military sense. Most on-the-spot 
observers agree that any material 
or advisory aid tq the remaining 
Nationalist armies on the Chinese 
mainland would be useless or that 
at best it could do no more than 
postpone for a few weeks or 
months the ultimate Communist 
take-over. It seems evident that 
the Chinese Communists are des- 
dined to control China for better 
or worse for a period of many 
years. 

Victory in the military sense, 
however, does not mean that the 
Communists have won over the 
Chinese people or that they have 
attained their economic or polit- 
ical aims. This is a very long- 
term task. The Communists face 
a staggering job of internal con- 
solidation. They cannot convert 
China into a great power until 


they have transformied the peas-: 


ant economy into an industrial 
economy. They hope to accom- 


plish this in from 10 to 15 years. | 


Soviet Russia can give them some 
help, but the process will be 
greatly delayed unless they are 
able to obtain large quantities of 
capital goods and essential raw 


materials from the capitalistic’ 


West and especially from the 
United States. Thus the Unite 
States has not lost its power to 
influence events in China. We re- 
tain at least one powerful weapon 
—the economic one. . 
No Direct Russian Control. 
The Communist movement in 
China is an indigenous one, 
on an imported ideology. With the

Formosa Situation Uncertain. 


Only on the island of Formosa 
could American assistance be of 
possible benefit, and even there 
the uncertainties are great, the 
Government weak and unpopular. 
From Formosa the Nationalists 
have been carrying on a blockade 
of Shanghai which has undoubt- 
edly hurt the Communists and 
could hurt them more if con- 
tinued and extended. It must be 
expected, however, that sooner or 
later the Communists will have a 
large enough air force and navy 
‘to nullify the blockade and take 
Formosa, unless the United Na- 
tions or the United States inter- 
venes. 

Should the United States ex- 
tend recognition to the Chinese 
Communist government? Here the 
soundest policy seems to be delay, 
at least until the consequences 
show up more clearly than they 
do today. ‘Those who favor recog- 
nition argue that it would enable 
us to keep our foot in the China 
door, maintain contact with the 
Chinese people, possibly persuade 
the Communists against further 
expansion in Asia, protect our 
investments and stimulate trade. 
Those who opedose recognition 
point out that it would discour- 
age and demoralize anti-Commu- 
nist forces in China and increase 
Communist prestige at home and 
abroad. The Communists have let 
it be known that they want de

“Hard” Policy Suggested. | 

They have also, let is be known 
that recognition will be unaccept- 
able unless accompanied by with- 
drawal of all support to the 
Nationalist Government. The 
United States is trying to estdb- 
lish a common policy with other 
democratic powers on the recogni- 
tion question. This will be diffi- 
cult if our policy remains a nega- 
tive one. The commonwealth 
countries, notably Britain and 
India, seem eager to establish 
diplomatic relations with the gov- 
ernment at Peking. 

The strongest bargaining point 
left to the United States in China 
'is trade. It is obvious that this 
trade is immeasurably more im- 
portant to the Chinese Communists 
than itis tothe United States. An 
open trade policy would ease Com- 
munist difficulties and enable 
them to build up more rapidly an 
industrial structure that in the 
long run might be used against us. 
Trade with Commynist China can- 
not be stopped, but it can be re- 
stricted to limits consonant with 
our national interests. Realists 
point out that what is needed both 
in our diplomatic relations (if any) 
andin commerce is a hard-boiled 
quid pro quo approach. They 
would sell to Communist China 
only what it can pay for and they 
would extend no loans or’ long- 
term credits. They would sell 
China nothing that would help the 
Communists to build up strategic 
industries. 

Advocates of a policy of appease- 
ment toward the Chinese Commu- 
nists base their case on the con- 
viction that Titoism is a real pos- 
sibility in China. This writer be- 
lieves that while Titoism as a re- 
mote possibility cannot be ruled 
out, there is no likelihood of it in 
the predictable future.

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T Is moNIcAL that the people who are most 
bitterly opposed to business mergers, big busi- 
ness, and the concentration of industry are in favor 
of a “soak-the-rich” tax policy which is the prin- 
cipal force promoting business mergers. 

The chief inducement for relatively small close 
corporations to sell out to larger corporations is 
found in our tax laws which unduly penalize the 
businessman who develops a small business which 
grows and prospers. For example, take the case 
of X. who started a small business twenty-five 
years ago with $10,000 capital and now owns all 
the stock in a close corporation worth approxi- 
mately $1,500,000. Mr. X. draws a salary of $25,000 
a year, and his company earns $200,000 a year 
after taxes. If X. pays the earnings of the business 
to himself in dividends, he puts himself in a 78% 
top income tax bracket and pays personal income 
taxes on income that has also been subject to 
corporate: income taxes. This is unfair double 
taxation. 

Furthermore, when X. dies, death taxes will 
take approximately one-third of his estate if he 
does not‘uge.the “marital deduction,” and one- 
seventh of his estate if he does use it. In either 
case, the only way his estate could raise the money 
to pay these taxes would be the forced sale of the 
business at X.’s death. Even if his company were 
to pay dividends to X.’s estate in the amount of 
the death taxes, it could not finance death taxes 
because his estate would have to pay income taxes 
on the dividends, after which little would be left: 
for death taxes.

A Blune-Stocking Deal? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The recent statements made by 
George C. Smith, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, indicate that 
the recently organized Crime Commis- 
sion will function as a typical “Blue 
Stocking” deal and will contribute lit- 
tle of value to the community. Evident- 
ly the commission’s primary aim will 
be, not to investigate the causes of 
crime, but to alleviate its effect on 
business. 

The purpose of criminal laws is not 
to promote the interests of Mr. Smith 
and his fellow members of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, but to contribute to 
society as a whole. In serving St. Louis 
as Circuit Attorney, Mr. Griffin has by 
his record demonstrated that it is the 
common man in whom he is interested. 
During his tenure in office we have 
witnessed no Rutherford or Motlow 
cases, In most cases the Tom, Dick or 
Harry who was permitted to plead guil- 
ty to a lesser offense than originally 
charged would never have been a de- 
fendant if he had had an equal oppor- 
tunity in life. 

As far as gambling is concerned, 
there have been no open bookie shops 
or gambling establishments since Mr. 
Griffin: has been in office. It is true 
that a common man can still make a 
bet on a horse or buy a weather ticket 
if he wants to make “connections.” It 
is also true that Mr. Smith and other 
members of the Chamber of Commerce 
can still without any trouble openly 
wager thousands of dollars on the stock 
exchanges. 

If Mr. Smith and the Crime Com- 
mission are interested in doing some- 

thing about crime, let them start at 
the bottom. Let them investigate the 
ownership of the slum properties in 
which future criminals are being raised 
and find out who should, in many cases, 
be charged with violating safety and 
health regulations. Let them find out 
how many business establishments are 
still paying starvation wages. 

Let them publish the names of well 
known St. Louis firms which are con- 
stantly being cited by the Post Office 
Department and the Federal Trade 
Commission for false advertising. Let 
them investigate the deal that permit- 
ted a business combine to purchase the 
public transportation system for a frac- 
tion of its value and then extract from 
the public the few extra cents that in 
many cases means a glass of milk less 
for some child. 

Let them find out how many millions 
of dollars are paid yearly in ground 
rent in St. Louis, not for services con- 
tributed in production but solely for 
the use of the land that was here in the 
beginning and which no one produced, 
every dollar of this rent representing 
someone’s labor in a factory, store or 


office.

Under the Redevelopment Corporation Act, 
local interests would supply equity money to 
the extent of about 10 per cent of the total cost. 
The remainder would come from insurance com- 
panies in loans guaranteed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Through the St. Louis Housing 
Authority, the Government also would pay two 
thirds of the cost of the building sites. The 
city would provide other assistance, largely in 
the form of parks and schools. It could also 
make certain tax concessions, although there is 
a question whether both this subsidy and the 
part payment of the cost of the site should be 
used. In return, profits and rentals would be 
subject to governmental limitation. 

All this, of course, has become the standard 
formula for rebuilding slums. It represents co- 
operation of various elements in the community, 
more or less in accord with their prospects of 
benefiting from the redevelopment. Downtown 
business men, for example, certainly have a real 
interest in reversing the trend toward blight. 
They cannot expect very many customers to 
come to them out of the slums. Nor can the 
city and its taxpayers expect financial relief 
from the slums. And quite aside from the fi- 
nancial, there are humanitarian and esthetic 
considerations which present overwhelming 
arguments in favor of this kind of municipal 
face-lifting. 

But St. Louis should have learned a few les- 
sons in this connection—especially from the 
failure of the $16,000,000 slum clearance bond 
issue. Such plans must be right in detail as 
well as in principle. They must avoid concen- 
trating too many people in one place. They 
must leave open areas for recreation, air and 
beauty. There must be precautions against de- 
fects which would turn the new housing into the 
slums of the future. There must be no chances 
for hidden speculative profits. Progress of the 
work must be planned so that new housing is 
available before any existing quarters are torn 
down. Above all, the plans must conform to the 
city’s future needs insofar as they can be 
anticipated. : 

The St. Louis master plan certainly should 


followed, and the City Plan Commission’s ex-* 


perts should be consulted. If such precautions 
are observed, construction can be undertaken 
with confidence and enthusiasm. Especially now 
that the way seems clear for the -riverfront 
development, there is every reason for St. Louis 
to make itself a more prosperous, more livable 
and more beautiful city.

The City’s Health 

St. Louisans have been told by an expert that 
they have no reason to be proud of their public 
health services. Going over the Division of 
Health's public health activities point by point, 
Dr. Roscoe P. Kandle, field director of the 
American Public Health Association, discovered 
there were some things which are being done 
well here. There are far too many, however, 
which are being brushed off with a lick and a 
promise, at best. 

The economic waste of letting preventable 
illness rage unchecked is enormous, the loss in 
human terms incalculable. The tragedy is that 
the St. Louisans least able to take care of them- 
selves, the Negroes and the indigent, are most 


_ affected. 


A few of Dr. Kandle’s recommendations— 
better planning of policies and better distribu- 
tion of the money and personnel available— 
can be remedied by the Division of Health itself. 

The more important matters, however, all go 
-back to one cause—insufficient funds for the 
division. Salaries are “dangerously low,” Dr. 
Kandle reported, medical personnel badly over- 
‘worked and saddied with too much purely ad- 
ministrative routine. Not enough attention is 
‘being paid to chronic disease, to nutrition, 
to public education or to preventive and protec- 
tive programs. Mental health is lagging badly,

never met the man or had any correspondence 
with him.’ 

Jordan said he found a mysterious note on 
White House stationary accompanying ‘a ship- 
ment of atomic materials; signed “H.H.” and 
saying “Had a hell of a time getting these away 
from Groves.” Robert E. Sherwood, who went 
through reams of Hopkins’ correspondence for 
his book “Roosevelt and Hopkins,” says that 
‘Hopkins never wrote on White House stationary 
so far as he knows. 

Jordan said Hopkins telephoned him in the 
winter of 1943-44 to speed plane shipments to 
Russia. Both Sherwood and Hopkins’ son; 
David, have pointed out that Harry Hopkins was 
critically ill and almost inaccessible from Jan.:1 
to July 4 of that year. 

Jordan intimated that the shipment of uranium 
materials to Russia during the war was a dan- 
gerous breach of security. Harold C. Urey and 
other atomic scientists point out that uranium 
was then a common laboratory chemical, that it 
was customarily shipped to other countries. 

Jordan said he found State Department docu- 
ments in the shipments going to Russia. Sec- 
retary of State Acheson says he knows of no 


State Department papers going to the Russians. 


Jordan said he found radar equipment in 
Russia-bound. planes and phoned his superior 
officer, Col. C. H. Gitzinger, at Wright Field, O. 
He said Gitzinger exclaimed, “Good God, don’t 
tell me they got radar equipment. Rip it out.” 
Gitzinger doesn’t recall any such incident. 

Looking back over this formidable repudiation 
of Jordan’s sensational charges, a member of 
the House Un-American Activities Committee, 
which is conducting the hearings, sums up his 
associates’ reaction to the former major’s stories. 
Says Representative Moulder of Missouri, a for- 
mer circuit court judge: “I must say that if we 
were sitting as a dispassionate court we would 
have to be very skeptical.” 

Jordan and Commentator Lewis set out to dis- 
credit several persons by unsubstantiated charges 
and innuendo. So far they have gotten nowhere. 
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Whodunit, and Why? 

For courage beyond devotion to sheer statis- 
tics, honor is due a Los Angeles citizens’ group 
which counted 91 murders on television pro- 
grams within one week. These citizens stil] re- 
tained enough equilibrium to protest to six Los 
Angeles stations and to ask for “programs more 
suitable to family viewing.” 

John Crosby recently tried to find out who is 
responsible for television's sudden bloodlust. He 
didn't question individual stations, since most of 
the horror shows are network productions, on 
which the stations largely rely. . 

Columnist Crosby found that when networks 
commit program mayhem, they contend the real 
culprit is the advertising agency, which in turn 
blames the sponsor. The sponsor merely ob- 
serves that people like excitement. He evidently 
assumes that if a murder portrayal is popular, it 
is thoroughly all right. 

This argument implies that people are ex- 
cited by a drama solely because of the blood 
spilled in it, regardless of plot, characters or 
ideas. It’s a dim view of the human race, or °f 
television viewers. The logical end of so cynica 
an attitude would be no restraint on drama or 
much of anything else. 

Dramatic murder, of course, is older than 
Sophocles. But when it comes to statistical 
argument, the most popular dramas have never 
displayed, as their principal reason for being, 
bashed heads and riddled bodies. As employed 
by television, these are devices of third-rate 
drama and first-rate irresponsibility. 
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Co-operation or Competition ? 

When there are so many ardent speeches in 
favor of international co-operation and all too 
few signs of it, Britain’s proposal to join the 
three Scandinavian nations in an economic union 
should, we suppose, be greeted with enthusiasm. 
The-advantages of such a union—in terms of 
easier trade and easier movement of men and 
money between the countries—is obvious 
enough. : 

The trouble is that Britain is strongly holding 
back from similar co-operation with the coun- 
tries of the European continent. Strasbourg was 
not the success that was hoped for largely be- 
cause London did little more than go through 
the motions of participation. 

Of course, Britain has little to gain in an im- 
mediate sense from continental co-operation. It 
has much to gain from co-operation with 
Sweden, Norway and Denmark. But if govern- 
ments only merge their interests where they see 
quick gains, if they are not willing to share 


. troubles, too, the present set-up will be. sup-

The impact of Zionist argument upon 
all of us hag been so powerful that we 
unconsciously stress the religious meaning 
of the restoration of Israel to the Prom- 
ised Land. But the religious life is only 
one part of life. 


Israel is destined to be a rich industrial 
and commercial oasis in the virtual desert 
of the Levant. It is destined to be a great 
cultural center. Israel is the one nation 
born into the scien- 
tific age. Science is 
the ingredient in its 
life which offers the 
most brilliant prom- 
ise. 


That Israel will dis- 
tinguish itself in the 
study of archaeology, 
history, ethnology, 
is inevitable. The 
terrain of Palestine 
contains a vast treas- 
ure of records of man 
from the Neanderthal period down. When 
peace and co-operation between Israel and 
the Arabs have been established a new 
light on the history of man will flood the 
Occident. 

But the spirit of Israel cannot be con- 
fined to archaeology and history. The 
people of Israel are assembled from the 
lands of the physical sciences. There are 
distinguished European scientists tilling 
bits of refractory soil in the Jewish home- 
land, happy and at ease with themselves. 
Soon they will transfer their activities to 
the responsive soil of the Israeli younger 
generation. a 

In this age of overcapitalized great na- 
tions it is often assumed that the small 
nations can hold only an _ insignificant 
place. We forget that if Germany could 
produce one Einstein and America. one

Millikin, Denmark could produce their 


equal in Niels Bohr. 


We overlook the fact that scientific life 
in the small nations ds at a higher 
tempo, with the result that their scientific 
position is always incommensurately high 
in relation to population and resources. 
The same thing holds for their literary 
and artistic performance. Intellectually, 
small nationhood is a position of privilege. 


Israel enjoys the great privilege of 
small nationhood. Its scholars must some- 


‘how attain to mastery of all that the 


scholars of great nations have attained. 
They will go beyond their masters in in- 
numerable directians. 


It is said of American scientists that 
some of them dawdle all the time, pre- 
paring themselves for deanships and col- 
lege presidencies; others dawdle only half 
the time, in preparation for pr®fessor- 
ships; and a third group dawdles not at 
all, but is snapped up by industry. 


The Israeli scholar and his pupils will 
dawdle very little. The eyes of the world 
are on them, and the inner spirit that 
created a nation spurs them on remorse- 
lessly. 

But what will Israeli scholars use for 
money? It cost us two billion dollars to 
produce the first startling—and terrifying 
—exhibition of the practicality of atomic 
power. Can Israel achieve any comparable 
scientific exploit? 


Certainly not. But Waksman, working 
in a modest laboratory with appropria- 
tions of a few thousand dollars, developed 
streptomygin, capable of saving more 
lives than the atomic bomb destroyed. 
The current of scientific life, originating 
in innumerable springs of patient scholar- 
ship, is a broad one, on which even the 
great hulk of the atomic bomb looms 
small. ;

Herb Caen is a San Francisco gossip 
columnist who conveys impressions with- 
out providing very much information. We 
learn from him that the city beside the 
Golden Gate is “ever changing, yet never 
changing,” that in autumn there is a cock- 
tail party every hour on the hour, that the 
typical San Franciscan is distressed be- 
cause all the local graveyards are in neigh- 
boring San Mateo, and that a red-headed 
striptease dancer once had a devoted fan 
in William Saroyan. 

These are enticing tidbits, but they real- 
ly don't tell very much about San Fran- 


cisco. 

Perhaps Mr. Caen could have had a 
traction company report on his desk as 
well as some topy-paper notes about who 
is dating whom. Information is not nec- 
essarily dry. The Lynds managed to tell 
a lot about Middletown without ending 
anyone’s insomnia. 

Herb Caen writes lyrically about the fa- 
mous cable cars. We are told the whimsi- 

cal things called out 
by certain gripmen. 
Phil Baker, the 
comedian, once even 
said that San Fran- 
cisco without cable 
cars would be “like 
a kid without his 
yo-yo.” This is all 
very fascinating, but 
would it be any less 
ay fascinating if the 
vay reader learned why 
may the cable lines are 
perpetually bank- 
rupt, what wages are 
paid the toiling grip- 
Herb Caen men or of the 
maneuvers behind the first hiring of Ne- 
groes as car crews? 

It takes an extremely. skiliful writer, 
with great insight into the human or- 
ganism, to give a multi-dimensional pic- 
ture of a community without probing basic 
social and economic facts. Stephen Lea- 
cock could do it in “Sunshine Sketches of 
a Little Town.” Mr. Caen’s book is no 
rival to Leacock. 

San Francisco since 1940 has experienced 
a fabulous population increase. At the 
height of the greatest war of all time, it 
was America’s principal continental garri- 
son facing the Pacific. One Bay Bridge 
was considered a risky venture a few years 
ago. Now a duplicate span is urgently 
needed.

None of this is visible in “Baghdad by 
the Bay,” although ‘Mr. Caen does dis- 
close that the wealthy Louis Lurie always 
occupies the same table at Jack's restau- 
rant. Herb Caen is a talented writer, but 
his book skims the meringue off San 
Francisco and leaves the crust and filling 
for some other author to dish up.

The leaflet, issued by the eco- 
nomic information unit of the 
Treasury, advises housewives:

This 
means a lot when it comes from 
you. 

“If you do go out to work, see 
whether you can’t help in the 
problem of producing more goods 
efficiently.

There is a further difference 
between the election situation in 
Australia and New Zealand. The 
New Zealand Labor Government 
just defeated had only a majority 
of four in Parliament. Australian 
Labor has 43 seats out of 75 in 
the House of Representatives. It 
holds 33 of the 36 seats in the 
Senate. Even if Labor lost many 
of the Senate seats Being contest- 
ed (half the chamber) it could 
still control the Senate. 

In the last House, the Liberals 
had 17 seats, the Country party 
12 and Independent Labor, two. 
The new House will have 121 
seats instead of 75. 

The average Australian was 
much irked by the seven-week 
coal strike during the last Aus- 
tralian winter. Will he blame La- 
bor for the strike or the Commu- 
nist leaders tossed out by La- 
bor? 

The Australian voter will give 
the answers to this and other 
major political questions when he 
names his rulers for the next 
three years.

With only three cards left in 
the stock, you must decide your

Your side has melded canastas 
in kings, nines, and eights. You 
also have miscellaneous melds of 
queens, jacks, aces, sixes, fives 
and fours. Your opponents have 
melded aces, sevens, and tens, but 
have not yet established a base 
for a canasta in any rank (they 
have no more than three natural 
cards in any meld). You could 


add your queens and your 

your current melds, and go © 
by melding your wild cards wi 
the pairs of tens and sevens. 
What should you do? 

It would be folly to play to go 
out. True, you may not get an- 
other turn, but with partner prob- 
ably able to take the pack at his 
turn, there is every chance that 
the play will come around to you 
again, and in fact you will at very 
worst have a crack at your right- 
hand opponent's discard. Then, if 
you can pick it up, you can con- 
tinue the game by “forcing”—that 
is, by discarding one of your 
sevens. Your left-hand opponent 
will be compelled to pick it up 
and give your er a chance 
at his discard. you may be 
able to complete several addi- 
tional canastas.

The film 
was “Children. Learn By eri- 
ence,” a British Information Serv- 
ice film which traces a child’s 
growth from its earliest experi- 
ences—learning to walk, learning 
to control physical movements, fi- 
nally advancing to such stages as 
climbing trees, sliding down a 
sandy slope, wriggling toes in the 
squooshy sand at the seashore. 

The _ first half of the film 
showed how children learn from 
nature study, not in a book, but 
in a live bug or animal, and how 
they learn even from such why- 
mothers-go-gray experiences as 
playing in the mud. 

An intermission discussion 
showed along what lines the 
mothers had started thinking. 

“I noticed,” one of them point- 
ed out hesitantly, .“‘that those 
children seemed to do more down- 
to-earth play. They didn’t seem 
to have as many fancy toys as 
ours have.” 

“Yes,” Mrs. Alex Kaplan, dis- 
cussion leader, agreed. ‘Psychol- 
ogists have deplored the fact that 


‘our children no longer have what 


we call ‘rubble’ to play in. We’re 
all too well manicured.” 

“I imagine every mother § has 
had the same experience,” anoth- 
er one commented. “You buy 
‘them everything on the market 


and then they get the most fun 
out of some piece of junk. Last 
time we moved we had a big 
packing box with only three sides 
left to it. We gave it to the 
children to play with and those 
three walls have turned out to be 
the best three walls in the world. 
They've played fortress with it, 
they’ve made an Indian tepee out 
of it, they’ve used the holes to 


put their cowboy guns through.”

OW about playing in mud and 
H dirt, another mother wanted 

to know. Wasn't there a place 
to call a halt?
